THE correspondence recently print - 
ed under the heading of “The Case 
of Ma Teh-fong” in the Council’s 
Minutes forcibly illustrates the fre- 
quently-forgotten tact that our local 
administration and the relation= 
which govern its varius component. 
parts, rest on no sure foundation of 
law or finality and that under such 
conditions it is only by luck and com- 
promise that we avoid ser ons and fre- 
quent difficulties. We commend the 
corresporideuce in questivn to the 
attention of all those who take an 
active interest in local affnirs be- 
cause it is not only interesting but 
extremely instructive, There are 
probably not twenty people in Shang- 
bai who are entirely familiar with the 
origin and growth of the existing 
state of affairs ; the fact is regrettable. 
because, in the absence of informa- 
tion amongst those chi-fly concerned, 
many misunderstandings have arisen 
in the past which perpetuate up t» 
the present day their undesirable 
results, 





The point to which attention is 





lies in th- definite statement of 
the French Consul-Gener: that 
the Municipal Police Force of the 
French Set.lement is in uo manner 
contro'le by the Frese Council, 
but is onder his own direc’ orlers as 
Consu!-General. Tu must people such 
a statement must appear at firsi 
sight absolutely incomprehensible, 
and it requires knowlelge of the 
past history of the S-ttlements to 
understand how it occurs that such 
‘a statement should be made, Space 
does not permit us to deal in his- 
tory ; suffice it to say thst by Article 
XIII of thy Code de Réslements, 
provisionally approved by the For- 
eign Powers concerned for the almin- 
istration of the French Settlement 
in April 1868, the French Cunsul- 
General was charged “with every- 
thing which pertains to the main- 
tenance of order and public sufety” 
in that Settlement, and that the 
Police Force was placed exclusively 
under his orders. It has since fre- 
quently been pointed ont, however, 
both at the time when these regula- 
tions were brought into operation, 
and on subsequent occasions, that 
many of the provisions of this Code 
and of the functions assumed there- 
under, are directly opposed to the 
treaty rights of other nationalities 
resiling or owning property on the 
French Settlement, and it hay there- 
fure been the general policy of French 
Consuls in the past so '0 exercise 
these functions as to let sieeping 
dogs lie. It may be within the re- 
collection of our realers that at the 
time of the Ningpo Guild Riots, as 
also at the dal S-ttlement 
Extension (1899), the British Govern- 
ment drew attention to certain un- 
con-titutional action taken by the 
French authorities; it seems there- 
fore reasonable to expect that if 
Monsieur Ratard should persist in 
his present line of action, and carry 
the same to its loziei conclusion, a 
dead-lock must sooner or Ixt-r occur, 
Whatever the sta’e of affairs may 
have been in 1868, whatever rights 
the French Consul-General may have 
desired to claim under the authority 
of the Emperor Napoleon in the mud-

unless questions of urgency arise; 
8 long therefore as the affairs of the 
ratepayers of the French Settlement 
are conducted under the existing 
regulations, without injustice to the 
individual or detriment to the in- 
terests of the community, whatever 
anomalics exist in the Code de 
Reglements will continue to be over- 
looked ; but when, as in the present, 
instance, it is laid down in an official 
document by the French Consul- 
General as a principle of established 
right, that the ratepayers of thay 
Settlement, of whom a large number 
are of other than French nationality, 
are required to bear the expense of a 
Police Furce without possessing an; 
control over it, no Anglo-Saxon will 
ever admit such an assertion. Its 
inherent illegality could no doubt, in 
case of need, be sutticiently met by 
refusal to vote or pay the fands 
required for a Police Force thus 
administered. ‘The claim is un a par 
with that whereby Chinese subjects 
—properly amenable to the jurisdic 
tion of their own authorities—are 
made, within the limits of the French 
Settlement, liab’e to trial by a Court 
where the Chinese magistrate has 
practically no authority, and where 
the proceedings are conducted in ac- 
cordance with French law and in the 
French language. Such anomalies 
as these, arising out of local idiosyn- 
cracies, have only to be sufficiently 
demonstrated to be remedied by the 
French Government, and we trust 
therefore that the present occasion 
will be availed of to bring to the 
notice of the Governments concerned 
the untenable conditions of the now 
archaic Code de Régiements and to 
lace the atiairs of the French 
Settlement ona more satisfactory and 
equitable basis. It is hardly necessary 














to reiterate the fact that the con 
tions under which the French Settle- 
ment exists, so fir as the Chinese 
Government is concerned and so far 
as the rights of other nationalities 
are affected, are preeisely the same 
as those of this Settlement.

No leading paper here except the 
“Daily Telegraph” gives any comment 
‘on Marquis Yamagata’s instructions to 
the Commauder-in-Chief of the forces in 
Manchuria, The “Daily Telegraph” 
states that in many respects Russia is 
more Asiatic than the Asiatic nation 
and that it is not at all necessary on the 
part of the Japanese authorities to e 
press their freedom from any race pre- 
Judice, From the Japanese point of 
view the present war is one of justice 
and necessity. Our sympathy with Japan 
remains as strong as heretofore. With 
reference to. the passige in Marshal 
Yamagata’s instructions runving: “It 
is therefore earnestly hoped ete.. the 
“Daily Telegraph” comments that these 
‘are words of much import and wisdom 
and will certainly bring about an im- 
provement in the present arrange- 
monts and lead to the furtherance 
‘of Japanese interests. There shontd be 
drawn a broad line of demarcation be- 
tween comments on future and past 
events. In regard to pending opera- 
tions there is no denying that secrecy 
is absolutely necessary, but as to com- 
menting on past events of the war, 
Japan may find it advantageous to her 
cause to allow a greater latitude than 
has been hereto granted in various 
arrangements. The opinion of the general 
public never fails to be a power in the 
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rear of an army; therefore to secure its 
favours is one of the greatest aims of 
higher strategy. Nothing but good can 
‘be expected to result from the instruc- 
tions in question and from the removal 
of the slight hitches that have necessitated 
their issue. Should smoother relations 
result between the military authorities at 
front and the Press, “the Daily 
Telegraph” expressly states that the 
sympathy of Great Britain will remain 
with Japan to the very close as strong 
and sound as ever.

Only 
a few “million” Cossacks aro to reach 
Seoul alive —An Imperial edict has been 
issued ordering the officials to search out 
and secure the punishment of all dishonest 
magistratos.—The following extract from 
‘an account of the fighting at Liaoyang 
shows the seamy side of war :— 


On Monday morning General Kuroki 
roe forward to the hill above Haiyentai, 
throngh Chinese villages whose only in- 
habitants were wounded Russian soldiers, 
past the funeral pyres of the cremated 
dead and many hastily made graves. 
‘Aiter traversing fields which the contend- 
ing armies kad trampled into bogs the 
staif reached the hill where the sight that 
met their gazo was one which has seldom 
been equalled in the history of wa 

From the hill-top, which was less than 
agnarter of a mile long, ravines led in 
all directions to the plains below. Tho 
sides of the hill wore honeycombed with 
tronches, counter-trenches and rifle pits. 
Near the summit there lay in the sun the 
blackened and bloated corpses of two 
hundred Russians who had apparently 
boon shot down when almost within 
reach of their goal. ‘Tho hill was overy- 
whore dented and furrowed by shell, and 
fragments of stec! from exploded missiles 
strewed the ground. The battlofiold was 
littered with rifles, twisted bayonets, 
cooking pots all shattered out of recogni- 
tion by the Japanese shell fir. Several 
broken drums lay abont, and blood was 
everywhere.

the New York “Nation,” a con- 





test between antithetic ideals. «Ie 
is Constitutionalism versus Im- 
periasism, Ib is law ngainst impulse.” 
‘Phere can be no doubt that to * 
large number of voters, in the United 
States as well as in the United 
Kingdom, Imperialism has far more 
attractions than its antithesis. Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain rewlised this 
‘when he went over from "he Railical 
to the Conservative arty. Im- 
perialism is brond and showy ; it does 
vot bother itself about trifles and 
seruples, Constitutionalism is nar- 
row and dull, it is more concerned 
that a course of action should be in- 
trinsically right than that it should 
be grandiose, It is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that when the late: 
Lord Pauncefote left the Foreign 
Office to become British Ambassador 
at Washington, the other Under- 
+ Gecretaries and heads of depart- 
ment breathed a sigh of relief. 
‘Thank God |” they suid, “ the reign 
of law is over.” A great man and an 
admirably independent Chief Execu- 
tive as Colonel Roosevelt has proved 
himself, a real godsend to the United 
States when President McKinley 
wag ssassinated, the niceties of 
leyalism have no weight with him, 
while the whole tone of Judge 
Parker's mind is essentially judicial, 
‘and to quote the “ Nation” again, in 
the present contest it is “ the man of| 
calm and poise and judicial habit 
against the impetuous meddler, 
who leaps first and asks afterwards 
what the law is, who violates 
a treaty and think it defence 
enough if he says his own ‘sense 
of honour’ was satisfied. If Ameri- 
cans have got tired of all the fret 
and sham of militarism and the 
meretricious glitter of imperialism, 
they will turn with relief to Judge 
Parker.” It is hardly necessary to 
say that the “Nation” is not a 
Republican paper.

The “Nation” bas nothing but 
praise for the speech which Judge 
Parker made at Aisopus when he 
necepted formally the Democratic 
nomination. It says that ever since 
his telegram to the convention at 
St. Louis, in whi h he said that he 
adhered irrevocably to the gold 
standard, whether it cost him the 
nomination or not, his greatest peril 
has heen that of an anti-climax. 
“Could he hold the ear of the 
country which he had so in- 
stantaneously gained? Or would 
his act of bold initiative be fol owed 
by timidities of speech? His highly 
dramatic first appearance on the 
national stage made it the harder, 
yet the more necessary, to fix the 





eye of the spectators when he step- 
ped forth a second time. Bur all 
doubts of his ability fittingly to 
follow up his great stroke are solved 
by his sperch of acceptance, It is 
the utterance of aman who does his 
own thinking, who has something to 
say, and who says it with the utmost 
frankness.

In his long speech, which reads 
almost as if the speaker were hand- 
ing down a judgment, there is one 
single conception which runs through 
and vitalises the whole, ft is the 
old American conception of liberty 
under law. Not for nothing has 
this man been giving his mind to 
the study and exposition of juris- 
prudence. From it he has Sean 
that doctrine of American govero- 
ment which never was so much iv 
need of being proclaimed and en- 
forced as to-day, and which he ex- 
pounds and illustrates so powerfully 
PPthe doctrine, namely, of a free 

ple decreeing orderly liberty by 
faw, and determining the authority 
while limiting the powers of those 
set to execute the law. Judge 
Parker upplies it with vigour and 
pungency. He shows how it cuts 
both ways, striking alike at graspiny 
oppres-ion and mob violence, pro- 
tecting the working mau against, 
arbitrary deportation at the same 
time that it inhibits his interference 
with the right to latour which others 
enjoy. The growing impatience wf 
the restraints of law has al rime 
‘Americans who stop to think, 
Judge Parker puts his finger surely 
upon that ailing spot. Hy names 
no names. He does not say who 
those executives are that have rash'y 
done what <eemed to them good, 
law or no law. His attitude is that 
of Chapman, who characterised an 
offender without naming him, and 
+ «have stricken; single him 
as you can.'” It is a fine position 10 
take; but there is no opening for 














demagogism on it; it appeals tw 
reason, but it does not excite 
enthusiasm. 





‘As to the tariff, Judge Parker 
made no rash promises, The Senate 


‘as nt present constituted is an 
Absolute barrier to any sweeping 
revision of the tariff. ‘The only 
practicabl- way will be fur a De- 
mocratic House and Executive to yo 
on sending up to the S-nate bills 
repealing the more flagrant tariff 
schedules, hoping that public opinion 
will have its influence even on the 
Senate, as it does in England on 
the House of Lords, As to the gold 
standard it is no longer a living 
issue; even the 16 tv 1 men acknow- 
ledge that the silver question is 
defunct. Judge Parker is naturally 
strong adherent of the maxim, “ ced- 
ant urma toge;” the militarism of 
President Roosevelt is abhorrent to 
him, He would give the Philippines 
their dependence at once, But 
even set as he is in his opinions, we 
beheve tiat if he is elected and 
makes himself conversant with the 
fac's recorded in the archives of the 
Department of State, he will modify 
tise views. It may seem dreadful 
toa constitutiona’ American that a 
free people should have subject peo- 
ples; but he has only to lovk acro-s 
the Atlantic ut the British Isles, 
where there is just ax much practical 
freedom as there is in the United 
States, tu see that # free people may 
have subject peopl's to the advan- 
tage of buth, ‘There is much truth 
in his argument that a President 
should be ineligible for a second 
term, because it 18 difficult for him 
not to allow his course of action to 
be influenced by his hope of re-vlec- 
tion, It izcertain that should Judge 
Parker be elected, the United States 
will again have a President of whom 
the whole country will be proud; but 
it will be difficult for him to find so 
guod n Secretary of State as Colonel 
John Hay.

M. Waldeck-Rousseau. 

‘The premature death of M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau has deprived France of a very 
valuable servant. Ho was the one man 
who could have saved the country from 
political anarchy while the anti-Dreyfus 
agitation in 1899 was at its height. Not 
only did he tide over the crisis but he 
held on until he had thoroughly sccom- 
plished his work and set an example of 
ministerial stability which seems destined 
to have far reaching effects. Had he 
desired to be President of the Republic, 
he would certainly have succsoded M. 
;Loubet. No other candidate could have 

ut forward such overwhelming claims 
on the gratitude of Republicans. His 
influence was of the most solid kind ; 
ithat is to say it was the outcome of 
|sheer intellectual ability and not of 
genius for intrigue or of personal mag- 
netism. ‘The fow intimate friends he had 
adored him, but by the man in the street 
he was always held to be a frigid, calou- 
lating personage; and in fact he was 
singularly devoid of the dramatic instincts 
which appeal so powerfully to the great 
majority of his country men. He de- 
fested everything that savoured of dis- 
play. He could rarely be induced 
‘even to put on a frock coat and a silk hat, 
and it is related of him that when he 
was urgently requested by the Director , 
of Diplomatic Ceremonies to attend » 
banquet, in honour of the Shab, with the 
signia of a Persian order which hag 
just been conferred on him, he became 
phe irritable, and was seen to c 

iisgusted glances, during the e 
the gorgeous cordon which most politician, 
would have beon only too proud to wear, 
A Little Hole not Dea 

At present I am at Little Flagstones, 
‘4 prisoner of the annual craze for sea air. 
Little Flagstones is a typical Fronch 
seaside resort, or the Normandy coast, 
some eight or nine miles from Fécamp. 
It is what the French call a “petit trou 
pas-cher,” with this difference that you 
find it really is dear after all, considering 
what you get for your money. It lies in 
a valley facing the sea and has high cliffs 
on each side, so that, having once got 
into it, you cannot escape without much 
climbing. The gap in the cliffs le 
a shingly beach about five hundred :yards 
wide at high water. At low tide there is 
a vast expanso of shining sand brokenhere 
and there by masses of chalky rocks which 
have fallen from the cliffs and have been 
gradually washed out by the tide. There 
sre also stretches of dark, seaweed- 
covered reefs, the home of the nimble 
shrimp and succulent crab. The greater 
of such seafront as there is consists 
of a hotel, or rather “the” hotel, the 
rival establishments in the background 
being too insignificant for serious con- 
sideration. Next to the hotel is, or 
rather was, the Casino, burnt down a few 
nights ago, much to the discomposure 
of visitors in general and mothers of 
families in particular. A villa or two 
completes the front that Little Flagstones 
presents to the sea. Inland, it is simply 
a pretty village lying in 1 well-wooded 
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hollow and possossing a great variety of 
charming walks in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood. 


A Primitive Place. 

Amusements are extremely scarce. Last 
week there was absolutely nothing to do 
with oneself in the evening except to 
yawn over @ ludicrous theatrical per- 
formance, by a company of four, at the 
Gasino, and now even this resource is 
taken from us. There aro no boats 
to be hired, no fishermen loafing 
picturesquely, and no local industries of 
any kind save hotel and shop-keoping. 
‘There is not even a library. If you want 
to read, you must supply your own 
books. The nearest railway station is 
eight miles away, and when the season is 
in full swing you cannot got a 
from Paris delivered in. loss shan four or 
five days. The place is too small to 
support either a doctor or a lawyer; 80 
that any visitor who happens to be 
taken ill or experience a desire 
to make his will might find himself in 
awkward straits. There are two or three 
tennis-courts of » 
tion, alll rented by 
long stay, and therefore unavai 
the casual ‘stranger. In fact the 
nothing to do in the place itself, but 
bathe, which perhaps accounts for the 
fact that everyone staying here is classed 
as a “ baigneur,” and all notices addressed 
to the public at large aro invariably 
headed “MM. les baigneurs.” We got 
mails twice a day and possess a postal 
telegraph office about twelve feet square, 
run by ® nervous young lady in a pink 
blouse, who falls into bewildering com- 
plications over counting the words in 
tolograms and requests you to call again 
when she has more time to spare should 
you display a desire to take out a money- 
order. 

A Master Bather. 

The arrangements for bathing are on 
the samo primitive scale asthe rest. On 
the upper part of the beach are two rows 
of cabins in which there is just room to 
sit down, stand up, and turn round. The 
furniture jand fittings consist simply of 
‘ bonch to sit on, and afew pegs. Such 
luxuries as a basin.of water to remove 
the jsand from between one’s toes are 
quite unknown, nor is it considered 
necessary to clean out the interior. A 
British bathing machine is far superior 
in every respect to these cabins. Still, 
they can be avoided by using one’s 
bedroom at the hotel. Between eleven 
and twelve o'clock most of one's 
fellow visitors are transformed into 
woird sheeted apparitions shufiling in 
sandals towards the beach or return- 
ing from it and leaving slimy tracks, like 
snails, along the passages and staircases, 

ite a regular thing to leave 
’s bathing suit on the .banisters to 
dry. The beach possesses a line of three or 
four posts extending soaward and con- 
nected by @ rope to which the non- 
swimmers cling. A square float, moored 
about fifty yards out, affords a spring- 
board for those who can dive. The 
children and ladies are supposed to be 
under the care of s weather-vesten in- 
dividual known as the “maitre baigneur.” 
Ho is very picturesque and good-nstured, 
but one cannot help thinking he would 
be more useful in an emergency if he 
could swim; but his mastery of the art 
of bathing has never attained this point. 
Thrifty Hotelkeeping. 

‘The hotel accommodation here would 
not suit the fastidious. The food is 
good and plentiful, but owing to the 
Proprietor’s invincible reluctance to 
































engage extra help, the attendance suffers, 
At present we have s man and a woman 
to wait on forty hungry people in the 
salon, which has been turned into a 
dining-room for the time being, and the 
real dining-room is run on similarly 
economic lines. ‘The waiters, to save 
time, generally ran at full from 
one end of the room to the other, and 
th we been several hair-breadth 
escapesof disastrous collisions. The afore- 
said waiters, being much too busy to care 
about ap; or even to look out 
for tips, have a far from professional look. 
‘They wear moustaches, shave at irregular 
intervals, go about in miscellaneous co- 
loured garments and are quite innocent 
of black coats, shirt-fronts, or white ties. 
The parlourmaids have to fill up their 
time as chambermaids, poor things, and 
when one’s room is left untouched ‘until 
four or five o'clock in the afternoon one 
has not the heart to complain. The bed 
rooms are furnished in the most eummary 
way : a bed, chest of drawers, small table 
for a diminutive jug and basin, an erratic

gonerally, the inferiority ofthe ‘French

reima wreck buoy.” Distance 18 miles. 
‘The following yachts crossed the line 
shortly after gun fire, to an excellent 
start: Kid, Violet, Spoondrift, Winsome, 
‘Thresher, Phyllis. Kid, manquvred with 
good judgment, was in best possible 
position to windward of the line, close 
to the Police hulk, when the starting gun 
went, but Spoondrift was close on her 
heels, so that Kid had at once to look to 
her luf. 

‘Phe tide was just turning to run ebb 
and there was a strong breeze from about 
N.N.E., with occasional very sharp gusts. 
Weather overhead was perfection, and 
although the temperature was mild the 
breeze had a freshness in it that was very 
pleasant. Altogether it was an ideal 
yachting day.

‘Yhey havo s history which covers 
1 long period and they played an import- 
ant: part for a time in the relations 
between China and Japan. They consist 
of forty or fifty islands but the important 
ones, which steamers visit in regular 
course, are Oshima, Okinawa, Miyako, 
the Yayeyams groyp, including Ishigali 
and Inoidte ielands, and Yonakuni. The 
latter may possibly bo disassociated from 
the category of important islands, as 
steamers do not call there from Septem- 
ber to March. So far from the beaten 
tracks is it, that I was told that no 
foreigner had set foot on its shores for: 
25 or 30 years befor my visit there.

The 
trees are ornaments for the dwellings 
and in some places, even, a “banana 
wine” is made. 

If the islands are an earthly paradise, 
there is a serpent in their midst, or 
ther, very many of them, for poisonous 
snakes are found, especially in the 
northern island, Oshima. About 200 
persons are bitten in that island every 
year, of whom a large number die, and of 
‘those who recover, many are greatly dis- 
figured, as an effect of the poison. St. 
Patrick is sadly needed to do some of his 
peneficent work or perhaps he succeeded 
s0 thoroughly in the Emerald Isle that 
he drove all the reptiles right through 
the earth, until they wriggled out 
in the Loochoos, or possibly, there may 
be an overproduction, etc., of “saké” 
‘and “awamori!” But, at any rate, the 
Japanese Government proves itself a good 
“Bt. Patrick in its endeavours to cope 
with the poisonous crawlers. A labora- 
tory has beon established at Naze, the 
port of Oshima, for the investigation of 
the snake poison. This is under the 
direction of an institution at ‘Tokio, 
presided over by Prof. Kitasato, the 
celebrated biologist, who collaborated 
with Dr. Koch. ‘The branch at Nase is 
under the management of Dr. 8.

‘Another important - product is the 
lacquerware, for which tbo” islands 
fare famous and which I am told served 
as a model for the one Chinese 
family in Foochow which- possesses the 
monopoly of its: manufactare in China. 
It is interesting to note thats new line

A Peking letter states that the two 
Grand Secreteries Ching Sing (Manchu) 
and Sun Chia-nai are resigning their posts, 
the first-named owing to an attack of 
paralysis, and the second on account of 
growing old age and increasing chronic 
ill health. There is also a rumour that 
Viceroy Yuar Shih-k‘ai may be made an 
Assistant Grand Sec! to sucooed the 
officer who will be promoted to take Sun 
Chia-nai’s place.

ST. JOHN'S COLLEGE. 


Opening of the Yen Building. 

‘A large number of guests, Chinese 
and foreign, assembled at St. Joli 
College on Saturday afternoon, the oc- 
casion being the opening of a now 
block of buildings known the Yon 
Building. Beforo the opening ceromony 
bogan an opportunity waa afforded of 
inspecting the new odifice, Tho new 
block consists of three lofty storeys. On 
the ground floor are class rooms. The 
first storey is almost entirely taken up 
by the large hall known as the Alumni 
Hall. There are quarters for the fo 
professors and masters on each 
Opening on to # spacious verandah. Tho 
third flooralso contains masters’ quarto: 
and very comfortable suites of rooms 
they seem. 

Shortly after 3 p.m. the clanging of a 
bell announced that the ceremony was 
about to begin and almost immediately 
troops of students with laughing, intel- 
ligent faces began to pour into the hall. 

jey occupied the whole of the seats in 
the middle, while the guests wore accom- 
modated on the right and left of thom. 
Before all were seated, the mast and 
distinguished guests who had been invited 
on to the platform came in, hesded by a 
number of Chinese in official dress. a5 
‘opening ceremony commenc: 

r bonstiful hymn “ Riso erown'd 
with light, imperial Salem, rise!” which 
was sung to tho lovely strains of the 
Russian national authem. The Ven. 
‘Archdeacon Thomson then offered o 
dodicatory prayer, all present standing. 

‘The Rev. F. L. Hawks-Pott, president 
‘of the college, in welooming the visitors, 
‘said that on behalf of the college he 
wished to extend them e very cordial 
welcome. He had hoped that the build- 
ing would be ready at the last closing 
exercises, but se present knew " 
procrastination carpenters an 
painters and that explained why it 
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the science hall, erected and formally 
opened in 1899. Now, about five years 
later, they had assembled to open yet 
another building. A short account 
of the growth of the college 
might be interesting, but in the time 
at his disposal he could only say 
few words about the way in which 
this building came to be erected. 
Just after the Boxer outbreak, as all 
knew, there was throughout Chinas strong 
reaction against the blind and bigoted 
conservatism which led to that move- 
ment, resulting in a groater demand 
for education than ever before. In ans- 
wer to this demand plans wore laid at St. 
John’s College in order to receive more 
students, Just then the Hon. Seth Low, 
Mayor of New York city, sont a gift of 
$1,000 to be used by the Colioge in what 
the prosident considered the best way to 
further its work in China. That was the 
of the Yen Hall Building Fund. 
In recognition of this gift the library was 

















to be known as the Low Library. The| pr 


next step was to put the matter before 
the alumni of the college, and with t! 
ond in view he wrote to tho late Mr. A. 
Yuen, who was then president, asking 
him ifhe would call a meeting of the 
association, put before the members the 
idea of erecting a new building, and see 
if they could not pledge themselves to 
procure the sum of $5,000 (gold) towards 
the cost of the building, as if one quai 
tor of the amount wore raised in Shanghai 
perhaps generous people at home would 
moro oagerly rospond to the appeal. The 
president of the alumni responded that 
it was a privilege to be asked, and that 
whilo the individual members could not 
pledge — themech any 
definite sum he would see what could 
be done in tho matter. Instead of 
the $5,000 gold asked for tho alumni 
secured a sum amounting to $8,000 
(gold). (Loud applause.) ‘This amount 
was not contributed by the alumni 
entirely; they went to th 
and officials throughout the em 
Each of the membors of the association 
gave, himself and persuaded his friends to 
give and the list of contributors'contained 
the names of men known throughout 
China, such as Chang Chib-tung, Admiral 
Sah, and many others. In recognition of 
this the prosont commodious hall was to 
be called Alumni Hall and would for all 
time commemorate the generosity of 
the Alumni of 1901 to their alma mater. 
Tho rest of the money was raised 
in the United States On his return to 
Shanghai the first question was what the 
new building was to be called; the 
answer commended itself to everyone. 
Connected with the college in ite early 
days was the Rev. Y. K. Yen, M. A. 
Educated in the United States, 
of devoting g 
of money, he spent his life working for 
the welfare of his countrymen and exten- 
sion of God’s Kingdom in China. He was 
connected for a long time with the college 
—the foundations it might almost be said 
were laid by him. When he (the speaker) 
came to Uhina 18 years ago, he remember- 
ed how much he was indebted to the 
advice of Mr. Yen, Therefore it had 
been decided that the building should 
be known as a memorial building to the 
Rev. ¥. K. Yon, M. A. In conclusion, it 
was only right to look a little into the 
futare, and perhaps he ought not to tell 
themiall he expected. He thought that 
judging from the way the alumni had 
— to. the help of their alma mater 
things might be expected of the 
college. Let them think of what John 
Harvard and Elihu Yale had accomplish- 
ed. Then gould it be wondered that 








































their great hope was that as Shanghai 
increased in size and became more and 
more the centro of trade in the Far East, 
acity that might be compared with an- 
cient Corinth, so St. Jobn’s College 
would grow and expand and they would 
‘be able todo more for the religious and 
intellectual enlightenment of the Chinese 
until some day it became a great univer- 
sity? (Applause.) Hespoke with confidence 
that the present students would follow in 
the steps of the alumni.

Professor W. W. Yen, B.A., was then 
imtroduced and addressed the students in 
Chinese on the life of his father.

When one con- 
idered the vast numbers to be reached, 
the prejudice and. superstition to be 
overcome, and the very few foreigners or 
natives who gave any active influence, 
one had to acknowledge that the work 
was not only great but |. That 
work prosecuted under such great diffi- 
culties should be slow was only natural 
‘and it was made the more dificult by the 
disparagement with which it was mot by 
certain classes. Nevertheless while pro- 
gress might seem slow it still succeeded 
and there was much to ent the 
work. He was sure all would agreo thet 
was meoting with a great deal of success, 
and he hadgreat pleasure in_congratulat. 
ing them on the success. He hoped this 
was only the beginning of greater and 
grander work to follow. (Loud applause.) 

In introducing the Rev. P. N. Tsu, the 
next speaker, the president said he had 
come to the college as a boy 18 years 
before and never having seen « foreigner 
before, he had come with a good deal of 
trepidation. He was the drst student of 
St. John’s to enter the ministry and was 
now president of the Alumni Association. 

Mr. Tsu addressed the students at some 
length in Chinese, giving them an account 
of his school days and his first impres- 
sions of the College. That his hearers 
fully appreciated what he said was shewn 
by the peals of laughter by which the

Mr. Little said that when he looked. 
round the room and saw what a mass of 
intellectual development was remaining 
unheard it seemed vo hima greater wonder- 
than ever that he was permitted to- 
speak.

8t. John’s once before and the result was. 
so hopeless. that he was. afterwards asked: 
for his notes. replied that he had 
none and the principal said that he had 
not taken any down ‘because it was not 
worth it (laughter). When he spoke: 
thorefore it was due to the oversan- 
guineness of their principal and not 
to the zeal of an overworked journalist. 
He considered he was there under more: 
or less false pretences. One of the things 
which had been suggested to bim was.

students. The counsel he would give them 
was that one of the best things to learn. 
was tosay “no”. If he had said so he 
wouldn’t have been there (laughter). He 
considered the making of spooches obso- 
lote, a8 well a8 lectures. Knowledge was- 
best imparted by persons! influence. It. 
was absurd to ask a lecturer to impart 
knowledge when for sixpence or its. 
Chinese equivalent one could buy a book 
at any of the missionary presses which 
would give more information than the 
lecturer knew. Lecturing seemed wasto 
of time, Horace said that “the things 
which we hear make much less impres- 
us than the ¢ 
take in by our faithful eyes.” 
therefore mistake to suppose th 
thing he might say to the students. 
was going to be of any use to thom. 
From the intelligent looks on their 
faces all knew what the personal in- 
fluence of their mastershad done. Every 
time he came to St. John’s, which was not. 
often, as he considered it was much too- 
far out, he wondered at the marvel- 
lous progress made. The students must 
sometimes wonder why everything had 
been procured to educate them, they must. 
wonder why the hundreds of missionaries. 
came out to China. It was because the- 
western people were good and happy 
and they liked to make all round them 
happy. ‘They had come tothe conclusion. 
that politically, religiously and socially 
they were far happier than Asiatics. When 
teachers and missionaries came out, 
therefore, it was out of pure philan- 
thropy to make the ics as happy 
as they were. He unable to 
follow Dr. Pott’s suggestion and give 
them counsel. He might tell them to 
work hard and obey their toachers and 
study their books but with Chinese it was 
quite useless to doso. Everyone know that. 
hereditarily for thousands of years the 
Chinese had been devoted to litera- 
ture.

The Court is 
Tomewbat embarrassed in this matter and 
L realise, more strongly than any ove in 
Court, the embarrassment of being the 
Court’ of last resort. No one realises 
more than I do the necessity of an appeal 
Which I have constantly recommended 
‘and no one is more ai ious that the 
question whether thero is an appeal be 
settled and I am therefore much inclined 
to allow the stay of procosdings. At the 
timo, I realise that in this case, there i 
a groat corporation confronted by an i 
dividual, I cannot allow the individual 
torbe crushed by the power of the cor- 
poration. Bich and poor are alike, in 
Rourt. If therefore a stay is wanted to 
settle a principle, I would urge that the 
two parties come togethor and arrange so 
that the principle can be settled without 
hardship to the weaker party. I will ad- 
journ the Court so that you may make 
yome arrangement so that the ends of 
justice will be served and this principle 
settled. 

‘The Court then rose. 

On the Court resuming, Mr. Platt said 
that an arrangement had been come to 
and that was to pay Mr. Boyd tho sum 
‘Of $5,000 gold; this sum to be placed 
to tho credit of the judgment that had 
deen given. This arrangement was satis- 
factory to both parties.

Ir is doubtful if one-tenth of the 
residents of Shanghai know or appre- 
ciate at all what a splendid educa- 
tional institution St, John’s College 
at Jessfield has become, and how 
enormously its field of action has 
been extended in the last ten years 
under the energetic aod careful 
management of Dr. Hawke Povt. 
From a comparatively small collegiate 
school for boys, the College has 
grown into an instutution fully de- 
serving thatname, with av attendance 
at the present time of some three 
hundred students, ‘The large penin- 
sula, bounded on three sides by the 
Svochow Creek, is now almost filled 
with buildings, Dr. Hawks Pout, 
the “ benevolent autocrat ” as he was 
called at last Satard ceremony, 
took charge of the cullege, aud a very 
anxious charge it was at that time, 
iu 1886, “Though the students were 
comparatively few, yet teachers there 
were hardly any; the President had 
to take on himself all capacities and 
duties—hend-master, preacher, pro- 
fessor of English and science, drill- 
master, and playmate.” In 1889 Mr. 
Swalley came to his assistauce, und 
he was able to make a imp to the 
Unived States, where he collected 
the sum of $19,000 gold for the cun- 
struction of an adequate building. 
With this sum and $1,000 gold con- 
tributed in China, he put up on his 
returu the large quadrangle which is 
now entirely used as dormitories. 
There were at that time only seventy 
studente in the college but the new 
uudrangle, which was upened in 
Bevruacy 1895, provided accommuda- 
tion for one huudred aud fifty. 


















, and the so-called Science 
Hall was erected, and opened in 
1899, at a cost of $17, 


the United States and $4,000 in 
China. With this the capacity of 
the College was enlarged to two 
hundred and thirty students. 

The Boxer risiug of 1900 accen- 
tuated in the Chinese the conviction 
that ignorance is the paramount 
cause of China’s weakness, and with 
$22,000 collected in the United 
States, and $7,000, all gold, raised by 
the old students, the splendid pile 
that was opened on Saturday, Yen 
Hall, has been built, raising the 
capacity of the College to three 
hundred. as this work is, it 
by no means exhausts the facilities 
that St. John’s College offers to 
studious young China, In a large 
walled-off compound there are two 
large buildings, St. Mary’s Hall and 
the Twing Memorin! Hall, devoted to 
the education of girls. There is « 
large orphanage, filled with chubby 
happy-looking little Chinese children, 
whom it is a pleasure to see, 80 con, 
tented and well-cared-for are they. 
There is the pretty little Pro-Cuthe- 
dral, which is now all too small, aud 
preparations for enlarging which are 
bemg made, And there are anumber 
of handsome residences, only one of 
the old buildings now remaining, 
for the Bishop, the President Dr. 
Hawks Pott, the members of the 
College faculty, the Indies engaged 
at the Girls’ School, and the Cuiuese 
clergy aud teachers, with a train- 
ing school for Bible somen, and all 
the necessary offices, includiog an 
intirmary, a laundry, ete, ete. ‘The 
Brewhouse, an indispensable adjunct 
of the colleges in the older -Euglish 





The defeat of China by Japan in 
1894 brought home to the minds of 
all thinking Chinese the necessity 
for education in the modern sense, 
and would-be studenis thronged to 
St. Johu’s, Incidentally it may bo 
remarked that the d>terioration iv 
the race of “buys” of which old 
residents complain is largely due to 
the existenze of educational esiablish 
ments like St. John’s. In the good 
old days, compradores aud well-to-do 
middle-class Chinese sent their sons 
aud nephews out as “ boys” in foreign 
families in order they might learn 
foreign languages and fureigu ways. 
These boys are now sent to St. John’s 
and similar centres of education, and 
we are reduced to find our servants 
in alower social stratum. The de- 
mand for accommodation became so 
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Universities, has yet to be built, 
At the Gate of the College there is 
@ small school and dispensary. ‘I'he 
whole is a splendid proof of what 
one able and energetic man devoved 
to his work can do in ten years 
when he has a guod cause, and is 
well and cordially supported by 
those xround him. Those who are 
in-erested in the lifting-up of China 
should procure a copy of “the St.

NOTES AND NEWS. 


7th October, 
An “Ostasiatische Lloyd” telegram from 


Chefoo the other day told us that the 
“Novi Krai” is now published on import- 
ant occasions as an official bulletin, and 
then went on to give an extract from the 
issue of the 24th September, containing 
among other information the followin, 
tontence: “Thon the Russian rifles and 
detachments of infantry shelled the enemy 
with explosive projectiles.” This official 
admission that explosive projectiles are 
being used, shows how much regard 
the Russians have for the resolutions of 
the Hague Conference, which in the 
matter of projectiles distinctly laya:lown 
that it is unlawful to use explosive bul- 
lets weighing loss than fourteen ounces. 
This evidently includes no bullets that 
would bo used by “ rifles and detachments 
of infantry.” 

Various statements have been made as 
to tho significance of the recent appoint- 
ment of General Gripenberg to com- 
mand the second Manchurian Army. In 
this connection we read in the “Japan 
Mail” :—Tho Paris correspondent of the 
“Times” says that the St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the “Echo de Paris” 
wires that the Imperial Russian Couneil 
are much perplexed about the question 
of the Commander-in-Chiof in Manchuria, 
General Gripenborg’s appointment as 
commander of the 2nd Army was mado 
at the suggestion of the Grand Duke 
Viadimir. “Griponberg is altogether op- 
posed to Kuropatkin, his position and 
military ‘methods, so’ that his appoint- 
ment must cause Kuropatkin much 
chagrin, But what specially disturbs 
the Council is the choice of General 
Dragomiroff or the Grand Duke Nicholae- 
vitch for the position of Commander-in- 
Chief. General Dragomiroff is to meet 
the Czar at Kishinieff when the 17th 
Division starts for the Far East, and the 
general opinion is that tho General will

Bazaar, but not number 82 in partic: ha 
Tt would be quite incorrect to say that he 
kept a disord-rly house there, and as he was 
n-ver in Bombay he was of couree 
never deported from that place, . Vivlet 
Albert, he kavw. Sho wae at prosent in 
Shanghai. He hed never in conjunction 
with her conducted disorderly houses 
in ce. Bhe was living with 
him at the present time. He never had 
any trouble ‘> Tientsin. "When he passod 
through Sinughai he stayed at No. 47, 
Broxdway. When he came from Tientain 
in 1901 he stayed at the Central Hotel for 
‘a month and 20 days, Ho was not amo- 
ciated with the house at 18, Park Road. 
When he oxme down from Tieutain two 
women came by the same steamer, and they 
nied him to get thom a houve as|« board 
ing house. He did not know where they 
‘came from originally. Ho sont somoone 
to got them a house and one was obtained 
in Park Road. Ho went with the women 
to buy farniture and made conditions with 
the Obinese firm to pay him 1 per cont 
commission vn all shaves, He did net 
know whether all the furniture was bought 
from this place ashe went away. They

His correct uame Was Moses Schwartz, 
Minchke was a pet name for Moses. 
He was never known. as Lazar, 
banged Mawel in gp, Heed 

imself in Egypt, He had been in 
Hongkong to pate afin Chine-e goods. 
He did not know a lot of prostitutes down 
there snd he never purchased or offered to 
purchase women as prostitutes. Durin; 
the time he hal been in Shanghai he he 
not - made to any women. 
Violet Albert had come to Shanghai about 
‘month ago from Europe, Ho did not ask 
her whether she had come from Singap ‘re. 
‘The names of tne women in the house in 
Park Road wore Osrmen and Cleopatra. 
Tt was not true that Carmen had made a 
lot of money at Tientsin and that he had 
benefited by it. Accused’s own house was 
at ®, Muirhead Road. He had sometimes 
beetiin the neighbourhood of Yangtsepoo, 
but he was not aware that thero were a 





number of men liviug in small houses there 
without any visible means of subsistence 
‘He had not played cards for s long time

present and he met her in the street one 
day. She said sho was living at No. 10

asked him to lend her $60, giving him « 
gold bracelet as security. fe had met 
Ter at the Alhembra, since and asked 
her for the money, but she said she had 
not got itand as he said ha would yo to 
her Consul about it she hat not come ne 
the placeunce, 

Mr, Msto wanted to let his cross 
‘examination stand over until he had heard 
the prosecutions evidence, but his Honour 
pointed out that this was not in order, but 
that Schwartz could be recalied afterwards 
and questioned onany new points rais-d. 

Defendant, crossexamined by Mr. Musso 
ssid that when in-Celcutta he was a loan 
agent and dinmond merchant. (Calcutta 
paper produce con tvining an_advertise- 
ment of Mr. Schwartz, financial »g-nt.) 
This wxs his advertisement. It was neces- 
sary to get a license to carry on a business 
of this wature. (Three snoual licenses pro- 
duced.) Ths Ind ian directory contained 
his name and business (read them). 
M. Schwar.x stool for hinself, Moses 
Bchwart:. He also did buxiness in 
precious st nes at Calcutta with Messrs. 
Steven among others (letter from A. 
Steven produced, dated 22nd September, 
1893 saying the firm had had certain trans- 
actions With Schwartz in precious stoves, 
that it was a pleasure to do busineas with 
him and that hy was strictly honsst and 
trustwortlty). He left Calcutta on busi- 
vesst(advertisement to this effect calling 
upon all person indebted to to 
liquidate their debts, dated 10th October, 
1893, produced). While he was at Cale 
cutta “Mr. Millard was Superintendent 
of the Police (document — produced 
signed by this gentleman saying he 
had known Schwartz for sometime and 
that he had no doubt he would prosper 
wherever he went). 

His Honsue accepted the document as a 
private -1d not x» otticial 0-8 Accused, 
continuing, said that he went to Calcutta 
on business and registered himself at the 
Chamb-r of Commerce tl Among 
others he had dealings with the Sultan, 
who rewarded him with the degcee of the 
8rd class d’Osmanie (diploma produced) 
with paper mentioning the fact. Ou his 
business tour he went to London, Genoa, 
Berlin, Sophia, avd Vienna. He purchased 
quantities of precious stones while 
in Europe (receipts for various amounts 
produced). Schwartz was a very common 
name, There were five or six Schwartz's 
in Shanghai. Whon in Oniro he never 
had anything todo with a woman calle! 
Anna, nor was he arrested by the local 
authorities, He was in Calcutta from 
1891-3. Ho had never been to Bombay, 
but he heard of » man named Mischke 
Schwartz being deported from there. 
When he left Calcutta he went by train to 
Tuticorin and thence by ship to Culombo. 
He left for Europe on the Bayern in 
May 1896, landed at Genoa and went 
from there to Vienna, Buda Pesth, and 
Constantinople. He hd never been on 
the 8.8. Imp:ratrix. While in Calcutta he 
had som» trouble with the police. A 
detective called Ellis knew he hada loan 
office and came and wanted an advance 
of Rs. 1,000. He refused unless proper 
security were given, ‘The man said he was 
a detective and secused had a loan office.
